Of course the California racing conspiracy is 
overstated. Such tales are usually full of ex- 
aggeration. But fundamentally, it is true. 
Chorn’s trouble was vanity, a bad temper and 
the prompting to illegitimately gain what he 
had legitimately lost in racing avenues. His 
engagement by Barney Schreiber kept the Chi- 
cago boy out of trouble longer than he would 
otherwise have been. A few years ago he sold 
papers on the streets. Charley Rumrill made 
Chorn a jockey. He first got into fame lines at 
the St. Paul meeting of 1894. Chorn has alwaj’s 
been since then a masterful boy with gambling 
attachments. Pat Dunne dropped him for 
reason. Schreiber took him in a reforming 
mood. The story that Schreiber allowed him 
t(> bet $7,000 in “markers” is nQt true. The 
Dutchman denies it in a personal telegram to 
the writer: 



There’s no doubt about the Chinamen Fong 
Chong, or Little Pete having had “a shade.” 
There are probably some more boys to punish, 
Chevalier has long been under suspicion. Dow 
Williams— also convicted— Las had him for his 
own for three years and more. Chevalier prob- 
ably got less than his share of the spoils. Wil- 
liams used to train the Baldwin horses. He is a 
tall, good looking, modest talking mulatto, who 
married an elderly white woman with a wealth 
of gray hair, familiar to racing people as part 
of the Santa Anita establishment in “the days 
that are no more.”
